This area could be dotted with picnic ta­ 


bles and barbecue pits (several small ones 


or perhaps another lutget one) and maybe 
another covered area . 


Then farther on is the old barbecue pit 


which could be excavated and dammed and 


turned into a fine fishing pond, on the 


banks of which picnic tables could be 
p la ce d . 


A II of this has been investigated in the 
past by various agencies including t h e 


Soil Conservation Se rvice . 
E. L . Abbott, 


Unit supervisor of the Medina V a lle y Soil 


and Water Conservation D istrict, tells me 


the dam and pond idea is both feasible and 
p ra c tic a l. 


Total cost of doing a ll this is estimated 


to run from $8 to Si 5,000. 
And over the 


period of years it could mean much more 


than that to the town as a w hole. 


Supporting factors which tend to encour­ 
age action along these lines would be add 


fa cilitie s for local individuals, groups and 
organizations. Then comes the summer 


time and reunions abound. 
At the present 


time one family reunion can tie up the park 


for an entire day. 
lf it were expanded sev­ 


eral such reunions could be carried on at 
the same t ime . 


I lived in Lampasas at one time and the 


city there owns a similar park to the one in 
Hondo. 
In researching a story on reunions 


for the newspaper, I discovered as high as 


nine fam ily reunions were held on some 
Sundays. 


And they don't necessarily have to have 


an y fam ily ties with Hondo or M edina Coun­ 


ty . 
M any reunions are held in locations of 


convenience— so the Hondo C ity Park could 
w e ll attract many outside reunions. 


" S o ? " you might ask. 


Reunions mean people from many areas 


collecting in Hondo, 
Large groups of peo­ 
p le. 
Some w ill no doubt spend money in 


Hondo, money for motels, gasoline, e tc. 


And there could be a reasonable fee for 


the use of the park area, a ll of which 


means money circulating through our c ity .

Sale of Medina County 
oil and gas production ac­ 
counted for $689, 787 of the 
county's economic output 
for 1971, according to a stu­ 
dy by Texas Mid-Continent 
Oil Sc Gas Assn. 
In producing 190, 769 bar­ 
rels of crude oil and 120 m il­ 
lion cu. ft. of natural gas, 
the county ranked 175th in 
Texas. Value of its crude 
oil was $671, 507; natural gas 
value was $18, 280. 
Ttie county is among 190 
Texas counties with oil and 
gas production value topping 
$100, OOO although 211 coun­ 
ties produce oil and gas. 
"Medina County oil and 
gas wells made a significant 
contribution to Texas' share 
of the nation's energy needs 
last year, but growing de­ 
mand is sapping reserves in 
Texas faster than they can 
be replaced, " Robert A.

Mason High School and the 
University of Texas, and be­ 
gan writing as a news report­ 
er for a San Angelo newspa­ 
per. 
Speaking of Iii* experienc­ 
es to the McDowell school­ 
children, Gipson admitted 
he didn't set out to write 
Texas history, but that in 
each story, though tile char­ 
acters may be fictional, 
the historical setting, physi­ 
cal surroundings, and traits 
of animals are as true to life 
as he can make them. Speak­ 
ing on truth In historical fic­ 
tion, Gipson declared, 
"I once gave a bad re­ 
view in a New York newspa­ 
per on a children's adventure 
book where the rattlesnakes 
supposedly charged out of a 
hole to attack one of the 
characters. They even men­ 
tioned one especially mean 
snake with his fangs bared. 
Now, everybody knows that 
a rattlesnake is just about the 
most timid creature in die 
woods unless he's attacked 
first, and it's impossible for 
a rattler to 'bare his fangs’ 
except for die split second 
when he strikes. That editor 
got on me for giving a chil­ 
dren's book Rich a bad review, 
so I told him kids have just 
as r: >ch right as grown peo­ 
ple to authentic books. 
"When I write an adven­ 
ture oook, I always end up 
slipping in as much informa­ 
tion on the outdoors as ad­ 
venture. " 
While on the subject, Gip­ 
son observed that children 
can spot falsehoods lr. the 
books the; read. 
"We rewrote a segment 
of "Savage Sam" where a 
white hostage had Ids hands 
tied behind his back. In the 
revs rite, we forgot to say how 
he got loose, but we did 
mention that he shook his 
fist at the Cavalry. That 
part went unnoticed through 
all the proofreaders and 
through IOO, OOO copies be­ 
fore a boy In Arkansas wrote 
to complain to me about a 
person shaking his fist when 
his hands are tied.

spot those tilings, even 
though I and Ute publisher 
missed it in tills (ase. along 
with a hundred thousand oth­

LEGALIZE MARIJUANA-WHY? 


IS MARIJUANA REALLY HARMFUL? 


Last week’s column m entioned that marijuana had not been 
PRO VED, as vet to be physically damaging to the body lf this 
is the case 'hen why docs the "establishm ent" still insist thai the 
use of marijuana is wrong Let s look at some worthy opinions 
In his com m ents on his own clinical observations of those who 
had smoked marijuana, Dr West of UCLA said, "What I have seen 
is 
what I believe to be biological changes in brain function 
because of the use of marijuana 
This particular researcher indi 
cared his observations showed some marijuana users showed 
permanent personality changes, inability to concentrate, impaired 
ability to com m unicate with others, impairment in the flow of 
their thinking apathy and loss of insight 


And, what most of us lose sight of is the fact that any distrac­ 
tion of brain tissue is permanent 
Brain ceils do not regenerate 
Dr Constandinos J Miras, of the University of Athens said he 
found a clear connection between brain changes he felt were 
brought o n bv the use of marijuana 
and deranged behavior 
In his studies of constant marijuana users Dr 
Miras found ab­ 
normal brain wave readings, and chronic lethargy with loss of 
inhibitions. This, he said, indicated to him significant organic 
brain change 


Now, if these were simply opinions given on the spur of the 
m oment, we wouldn't take great stock in them , but these are 
findings of men who have actually been in research on the sub­ 
je ct of the effects of marijuana

This highly respected professional says he is dis­ 
tressed by parallels he sees between today's youth who try to 
prom ote the use of marijuana and those people who advocated 
the use of regular tobacco cigarettes about two decades ago In 
the davs before science learned the true results of cigarette 
smoking they were supposed to help digestion, generate energy. 
help m rnrjl capacitv grow and sooth the user s nerves Today we 
know better we know now that cigarette smoking is the primary 
cause of lung cancer'

Heroin use, one of the greatest kilters e l our time has 
been blamed on the prior use of marijuana by many of us addicts 
Still, marijuana advocates will tell you this happens only in iso 
lated cases, never mind the thousands of cases on record 


So, in considering the question, "is marijuana really harm ful", 
the answer is obvious - no, not if you don’t consider the facts, 
not if you disregard the findings and opinions of com petent re­ 
searchers, not if you put your head in the sand and ignore ail of 
the warning signals! 


Next week we ll go over the possibilities of how legalization of 
marijuana could effect taxes, etc. I hope every level-headed, 
straight thinking citizen in this com m unity will be with mc at that 
time
